DISTRACTED 
DRIVING MUCH?

A suburban Volkswagen dealership has what 
could be a smashing deal for distracted 
drivers — and it’s coming to an end soon. 

Autobarn Volkswagen of Countryside is 
running a billboard on the Stevenson Express- 
way that may tempt drivers to take their eyes 
off the road and their hands off the steering 
wheel. 

The billboard, located in a construction 
zone on the Stevenson (Interstate 55) near 
Central Avenue, displays a QR scan code 
and a message that seems to invite drivers to 
hold up their smartphone and “SCAN THIS 
FORTHE BEST PASSAT DEAL OF YOUR 
LIFE.” 

Ryan Graham, general manager of the Au- 
tobarn dealerships in Countryside and Mount 
Prospect, said he was surprised people might 
actually make the attempt. 

“The intention was never for a driver to 
stick their phones out the window on the 
Stevenson at 65 mph to scan the billboard,” 


Graham said. 

The idea was to create a tie-in between the 
billboard and about 45 Passat loaner cars— 
also decked out with the advertising message 
and QR code— that the dealership provides 
to customers while their own vehicles are be- 
ing serviced, he said. 

“If someone saw the billboard and thought 
it was clever, they could scan the code off a 
loaner car that is parked in a shopping mall 
lot,” Graham said. “We thought it would be a 
cute idea.” 

Graham said the billboard went up about 
a week ago and will come down in about two 
weeks, when it is scheduled to be replaced by 
another VW ad. 

But in response to Tribune inquiries about 
the risk of distracted driving, Scott Vazin, vice 
president of communications for Volkswagen 
of America Inc., said, “We’ve asked the dealer 
to take it down as soon as possible. That bill- 
board is exactly the message we don’t want to 
send to the public.”

Hunger, homelessness rising 


D WASHINGTON Across the U.S., the num- 
ber of hungry and homeless people is 
growing, and budget fights at the federal level 
are threatening the aid many need to survive, 
the U.S. Conference of Mayors said Thursday. 

Amid the holiday season of family feasts 
and corporate dinners, the mayors released a 
report that found requests for emergency food 
assistance rose in 2i out of the 25 cities it sur- 
veyed in 2012 and remained at the same level in 
three. More than half of the cities said home- 
lessness increased. 

“This report is a stark reminder of the long- 
lasting impact the recession has had on many 
of our citizens,” Greg Fischer, mayor of Lou- 
isville, Ky, said in a statement. “Families who 


once lived in middle-class homes now find 
themselves without a roof over their heads, 
needing multiple social services for the first 
time in their lives.” 

The 25 cities are of varying size and wealth in 
all regions of the country They included Bos- 
ton, Chicago, Cleveland, Dallas, Los Angeles, 
Salt Lake City and Nashville, Tenn. 

Among those seeking emergency food, 51 
percent were in families and 37 percent were 
employed. Nearly i in 6 — 17 percent— were el- 
derly and 8.5 percent were homeless, according 
to the survey 

Nearly all of the cities reported a rise in the 
number of people seeking emergency food for 
the first time. 


LESS TO GIVE 

In 95 percent of the cities surveyed, food 
pantries cut the amount of food each person 
received and soup kitchens reduced meal 
sizes. In almost all the cities, pantries capped 
people’s monthly visits as well. More than 
half the cities said homeless families with 
children were denied shelter in 2012. 


“In Philadelphia, I see people who are hun- 
gry and in need of shelter on a daily basis, and 
explaining to them that Congress is cutting 
funding for the help they need is not accept- 
able,” Philadelphia Mayor Michael Nutter said 
in a statement.

Ridiculously, unjustly, few Oscar prognostica- 
tors include “This is 40” star Leslie Mann or 
her husband, writer-director Judd Apatow, on 
lists of likely nominees. Thing is, Apatow’s 
a member of the Academy— will he vote for 
himself? 

“I’ve always voted for myself,” says Apatow 
(“The 40 -Year-Old Virgin,” “Funny People”). 
“That’s when you know it’s all so silly Because 
you vote for yourself and you’re like, ‘My vote 
would count more if I didn’t even vote for 
anyone else. Should I just vote for something 
that has no shot? {Laughs.} I’ll vote for that 
movie everyone hated. And my vote is 10 
times more powerful.’ ” 

It shouldn’t be necessary; Apatow’s script 
and Mann’s performance both are fantastic 
in this hilarious, insightful sort-of-sequel to 


“Knocked Up,” which stands on its own and 
opens Friday As in “Knocked Up,” Debbie 
(Mann) and her husband, Pete (Paul Rudd), 
struggle to keep a happy home with their 
two daughters (played by Apatow and Mann’s 
daughters Maude and Iris) while facing 
financial concerns and the troubles of getting 
older. 

At the Peninsula Hotel, 45-year-old Apa- 
tow and 40 -year-old Mann— who pulled the 
hotel bed’s comforter onto the couch to stay 
warm— talked about each other’s musical 
tastes, resolving conflict through screenwrit- 
ing and the sexual abilities of David Schwim- 
mervs.

I look like an old lady, huh?” 

{Both laugh.} 

JA:I can’t say I haven’t thought about that. I 
love all those guys more than anything, and 
there’s nothing worse than when you have 
references to people in movies and some of 
them are negative because a character would 
attack that kind of person in pop culture. 
That’s not how I feel ... 

Has anyone ever confronted you about that? 

LM: Wasn’t somebody mad? The one guy ... 
JA:No ... he actually wasn’t mad. ... Seth 
{Rogen} makes fun of Steely Dan and Aljar- 
reau in “Knocked Up,” and I love them. And 
I have him slam them because I think it’s an 
indicator that he doesn’t have good taste in 


music. Or he’s just into Wu-Tang Clan and 
nothing else. I like that people talk about 
what they’re seeing and what they’re listen- 
ing to and it’s not all going to be positive. 

Don’t get me wrong, David Schwimmer’s a 
nice guy, but from my experience talking to 
him I don’t know if he’ll love being cailed the 
sexual opposite of Prince. 

LM: Oh no! 

So that could be an interesting conversation 
coming up. 

LM: I know Paul didn’t want to say it because 
they’re friends. 

JA: I made him say it. 

LM: He made him say it. 

JA: He laughs in the scene when he says it, 
and he thought because of that I wouldn’t 
use it. 

LM:It was the only time he said it. He 
wouldn’t say it again after that. 

JA:I wasn’t trying to make fun of David 
Schwimmer. I was trying to make fun of 
myself So he’s saying I don’t F like Prince. I F 
like David Schwimmer. {Laughs.} 

I think in between Paul changes it to Ross. 

JA: Which he thought meant I wouldn’t use 
it because Paul was in “Friends.” So he kept 
trying to change it so I wouldn’t use it. I did 
think that represented a certain point of 


view that it’s just a goofy Jewish guy Like “I 
have sex like goofy Jewish guys, not like the 
greatest pop artist of all time.” 

LM: But Prince? 

J A: Well, he’s got a lot of energy Like he’s a 
little mouse. He keeps going and going. 

Isn’t that what women want, a little mouse? 

{Both laugh.} 

LM: I don’t think so. Not a little mouse that 
keeps going and going. (To Judd) That’s funny 
that you think that’s what women would 
want. 

JA: He’s the Tasmanian Devil of sex. 

I just turned 30. What should I do in the next 
decade before 40? 

J A: Have kids now Have them while you have 
energy It’s something that you would delay, 
but if you’re the type of person that likes 
kids, there’s nothing better. So even though 
it’s really hard, as soon as you have them you 
think, “Oh, this is the best part of life. This is 
better than everything else.” Even though it’s 
difficult at times. So I say do it tonight. 

LM: Yeah. 

I shouid leave now and do it. 

LM: Go get busy! {Laughs.} 

JA: Like Prince! Go like Prince! Don’t do it 
like David Schwimmer, do it like Prince.

Judd Apatow’s 
best movie to date 


“Forty can suck my 
{bleep},” says Debbie 
(Leslie Mann) in 
“This is 40.” 

Writer-director 
Judd Apatow may 
always be a softie, 
but his latest film 
keeps no knives in 
the block. This wise, 
hilarious examina- 
tion of marriage and 
family maintains faith 
in people without 
going easy on them. 

It never backs away 
from truth to get a laugh. If anything, raw 
anger and loneliness underscore many of the 
funniest lines. With more control than ever, 
Apatow weaves a sprawling emotional epic 
about the comic tragedy of everyday life’s 
everyday dissatisfaction. 

Anyone who has seen “Knocked Up” 
knows Debbie and her husband, Pete (Paul 
Rudd), but not like this. The couple that 
spent that movie unhappy and disconnected 
has only grown more bitter, with happy 
moments congealing into resentment. Pete 
still seeks escape, whether on the toilet or 
through cupcakes. He lacks initiative to help 
with 13 -year-old Sadie (Maude Apatow) and 
8 -year-old Charlotte (Iris Apatow), who tells 
her older sister, “You’re so mean since your 
body got weird.” Debbie trains with Jason 
(Jason Segel) in hopes that her toned figure 
will dismiss her anxiety about turning 40 and 
the sense that Pete needs a little blue pill to 
want to have sex with her. 

Though Debbie and Pete can enjoy a 
romantic getaway together— which quickly

transitions into frosty cold reality when 
returning home — they frequently don’t like 
each other that much, an underrated necessi- 
ty between people who love each other. Both 
feel the strain of financial hardship. Pete, who 
runs his own retro record label, labors to sell a 
new album by real-life British rocker Graham 
Parker (splendidly playing himself); Debbie 
considers her employee Jodi’s (Charlyne Yi) 
claim that her gorgeous, anti-underwear col- 
league Desi (Megan Fox) has stolen $12,000 
from Debbie’s clothing store. 

The film’s comic potential and insight into 
the small compromises and large conflicts of 
Pete and Debbie’s household never wavers. 
Mann (Apatow’s offscreen wife), who really 
deserves to be in the best actress Oscar 
conversation, couldn’t be better. She’s the 
movie’s centerpiece, playing the best female 
character her husband has ever written. Like 
everyone else, Debbie’s not without her 
faults and appalling behavior. Her rant direct- 
ed at one of Sadie’s classmates (Ryan Lee of 
“Super 8”) reinforces what a good, protective 
mother Debbie is while reflecting how much 
frustration she has bottled inside. 

While acknowledging disappointment and 
unfulfilled expectations, “This is 40” salutes 
the understanding required to dismiss a 
huge fight for the greater good and appreci- 
ates the little perfect moments, even when 
things might not be OK later. “This is 40” is a 
tremendous document of two tired, monoga- 
mous people and their search to recapture 
optimism among the exhaustion.

‘Rust and Bone’ star talks 
about music, movies, 
glamour and whales

Good news, Katy Perry fans: Though Marion 
Cotillard’s character in “Rust and Bone” is 
maimed in an accident as Perr/s “Firework” 
plays, the actress says she’s not too trauma- 
tized by the empowerment tune. 

“The song’s become something very special 
to me,” the Paris-born Cotillard said by phone 
from New Yoik. ‘And we listen to it a lot with 
the team I work with. I love the song.” 

In the film, opening Friday, Stephanie 
(Cotillard), a whale trainer, loses her legs when 
something goes wrong during a performance 
with the whales. The nature of the accident 
didn’t keep Cotillard— who says she has “al- 
ways had a strong connection” with animals 
— from jumping in the water with the whales. 
She had five days to train with the animals be- 
fore filming began. 


“My trainer, the woman who worked with 
me, she was reaUy amazing and she made my 
job very easy,” the 37-year-old Oscar winner 
(“La Vie En Rose,” “The Dark Knight Rises”) 
said. “If you do the right gestures, you feed 
them well, they will actually do whatever you 
want them to do.” 

Stephanie copes with tragedy through help 
from Ali (Matthias Schoenaerts), a nightclub 
bouncer who defends Stephanie in a fight be- 
fore the accident. Cotillard says her feelings 
about fighters vary 

“If you fight as a kind of sport, kind of a 
game, so it becomes something powerful and 
not something specifically violent [that’s one 
thing] ... but when you fight in the street, 
when you fight because you get in a fight with 
someone who says something bad, [it’s] not 
showing strength,” she said. “It can be weak- 
ness to be a fighter. Because you are just a vio- 
lent person.” 

Cotillard wasn’t happy when a friend tried 
to defend her in real life against “someone 
who was annoying me.” “I got so mad because 
I didn’t want him to get into a fight,” she said. 


“I used to go to see boxing and I used to love 
it, but seeing people fighting in the street 
because of an argument or something, this is 
something that I cannot stand.” 

People may not expect someone as glam- 
orous as Cotillard to enjoy boxing, but she 
doesn’t see herself that way “It’s part of an 
actor’s life to sometimes show glamour,” she 
said. “In my real life I see myself as a human 
being who learns a lot of things, but I would 
not describe myself as glamorous. I would de- 
scribe myself as just a simple human being.” 

Cotillard’s Stephanie character has any- 
thing but a simple journey in “Rust and Bone” 
as she tries to reclaim her sense of self after 
the tragic accident with a whale she is train- 


ing. Cotillard emphasizes the role of sexual 
identity in that process. “That’s a beautiful 
way to put the energy back into your body” 
she said. 

Serious movies tend to be Cotillard’s forte 
career-wise, but she admits to loving “dumb” 
American comedies, including Adam Sandler 
films. She’s particularly fond of “Step Broth- 
ers” due to her love for John C. Reilly and Will 
Ferrell. She also says she loves Steve Carell 
and Vince Vaughn. 

Yet when asked to name an actor she still 
wants to work with, Cotillard said Kate Wins- 
let. When I suggest a comedy starring the two 
of them, Cotillard offers an idea for the title:

Before learning 
about the tragedy in 
Newtown, Conn., I 
already was disturbed 
by a scene of “Jack 
Reacher” in which 
a sniper sets up five 
seemingly random 
people in his sights before killing them. The 
world only grows more terrifying. Many wiU 
not want to submit themselves to the movie’s 
opening scene, and I don’t blame them. 

For anyone still interested, “Jack Reacher” 
is more clever than it looks and easy to rec- 
ommend as one of the fewlate-2012 releases 
that is neither seeking awards nor too dumb 
to tolerate. Not having read the Lee Child 
book (“One Shot”) on which the Pittsburgh- 
set movie is based, I was surprised to find out 
that Jack Reacher (Tom Cruise) is someone’s 
real name, since it sounds at best like a code 
name and at worst like electronics equip- 
ment. After shooting suspect James Barr 
(Joseph Sikora) requests to see Reacher, who 
is a mysterious and decorated war veteran, a 
cop (David Oyelowo) and district attorney 
(Chicago native Richard Jenkins) say that 
Reacher ’s unreachable. He then walks in the 
room. 

It’s one of many snappy moments crafted 
by writer-director Christopher McQuar- 
rie (who wrote “The Usual Suspects” and 
“Valkyrie”) as he reteams with Cruise, an 
action star who may not be 6 -feet- 5 -inches 


nil Jack Reacher 
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like Child’s character, but knows how to get 
a laugh when Reacher trades barbs with a 
young girl at a bar. Onscreen at least, the 
role’s just right for Cruise, who can be tough 
but still vulnerable and commanding without 
going totally bonkers. None of these skills 
were displayed by Tyler Perry in the abomina- 
tion that was ‘Alex Cross.” 

Where the villain in “Cross” was ridicu- 
lously overplayed by Matthew Fox, the baddie 
in “Reacher,” shockingly yet effectively played 
by documentarian Werner Herzog (“Grizzly 
Man”), brims with madness without having to 
pop an eye out of his socket. (To be fair, Her- 
zog’s character, known only as the Zee, has 
one glass eye.) Rosamund Pike plays the D.A.’s 
daughter, who’s assigned to defend James and 
asks Reacher to help with her investigation. 

The movie suffers from too much exposi- 
tion and commentary about Reacher’s 
elusiveness (two different people say, “Who 
the hell is Jack Reacher?”) and by clearly 
identifying who committed the crime early 
on. Yet “Reacher” gives us the answer and 
then keeps changing the question. Unlike 
Quentin Tarantino’s much-longer “Django 
Unchained,” McQuarrie’s “Jack Reacher” not 
only knows how to turn violent justice into 
entertainment but where to draw the line.

Watts and Bayona set out 
to film The Impossible*

Naomi Watts was in Los Angeles, on a break 
while filming “King Kong,” when it happened. 

“I was glued to the TV, watching in shock 
and horror,” she says. When George Clooney 
called for her help with a TV benefit for the 
victims, she was there. 

Director Juan Antonio Bayona (“The Or- 
phanage”) was home in Spain, having Christ- 
mas with his family when word of the tsu- 
nami of 2004 arrived. He too, felt the horror, 
images he says he could not shake from his 
memory And when he heard one French fam- 
il/s story of their experience in Thailand, he 
became a moviemaker with a mission. 

“I don’t know how, and I don’t know why, 
but the moment I heard this story it spoke to 
me in this very direct way,” he says. “It turned 
into an obsession for me.” 

Bayona’s obsession was to make a movie 
about the catastrophe, personalizing it, tell- 
ing one family’s true story of tragedy and tri- 
umph. “My intention was to show what the 
news could not— to personalize it by limiting 
the point of view to only what they saw and 
knew and when they knew it. The tragedy 
happened so fast, in so few hours, that even 
those living through it did not have time to 
think about it. I wanted an emotional experi- 
ence, an emotional journey, not an intellectual 
one.” 

And to get that emotion across, to film

“The Impossible,” as 
his movie was titled, 
he needed Watts to 
play an English ver- 
sion of the badly in- 
jured mother, trying 
to take care of her- 
self and her son, not 
knowing if her hus- 
band (Ewan McGregor) and their other sons 
survived the disaster. 

“She has a natural instinct for tragedy, a gift 
for playing tragic women,” Bayona says. 

The film offered Watts, 44, a chance to play 
a heroine with conflicting agendas. Maria, her 
character, is a woman clinging to life, a moth- 
er struggling to live long enough to see that 
her son is safe, someone who must put aside 
her grief for her missing family and the fear 
for her own life and finish the task of raising 
her i2-year-old son, in mere days. 

“She is a hero in the truest sense,” Watts 
says. “She couldn’t live beyond that space she 
was in. Her other kids are probably dead? Her 
husband too? For her and her son, that wasn’t 
their story in this moment. It was in them. 
They realized it. But they couldn’t go there. 
If they do, they’re weakening themselves and 
reducing their chances of survival. She needed 
to survive and needed her son to survive. 

“I don’t think we have that kind of clarity in 
our lives— ever.”

Heating up

Some chefs spend their careers working in the 
upper echelon of fine-dining restaurants, only 
to throw their hands up and open a burger joint. 

Curtis Duffy is not one of those chefs. 

After working at Charlie Trotter’s, serving as 
Grant Achatz’s chef de cuisine at Alinea and then 
garnering awards at The Peninsula Hotel’s restau- 
rant, Avenues, Duffy was ready to open his own 
place. He teamed up with Avenues wine director 
Michael Muser and declared their joint project Grace. It would be an 
elegant fine-dining destination on Randolph Street’s restaurant row, 
and it would be his goal to earn three Michelin stars, a top interna- 
tional distinction for restaurants. 

Duffy’s goal may be straightforward, but describing his food 
isn’t. Luckily he’s coined two different phrases to help. The first is 
“personality cuisine,” as in, what he likes to cook and eat. Among 
many things, that involves Asian-inspired flavors, giving underrated 
vegetables a starring role and using herbs to flavor a dish instead of 
dumping on more sugar or salt. He also calls it “thoughtful progres- 
sive,” referring to his use of modern cooking techniques to make the 
most of the best produce, seafood and meats he can track down from 
farmers and foragers. 

The result is two chef’s tasting menus ($185 per person, 8-12 
courses each), one featuring meat and seafood (called fauna) and the 
other focused on vegetables (that would be flora). Having snagged an 
opening weekend reservation a few weeks prior, I enlisted a hungry 
friend and tried both. 

Every dish is picture-perfect 

So go ahead and take one— or ten. Everywhere I looked, diners were 
snapping photos. That’s really the best way to remember the detail of 
these painstakingly composed plates, from the wave of celery ribbons 
laced around fried sunchokes to the funky curves of a sculptural piece 
of white chocolate balancing atop a roasted pumpkin and mandarin 
orange dessert. Cameras with the flash turned off are welcome; my 
server even brought out a perfectly sized napkin-cushioned mini- 
platter to rest it on while I ate. 

Bring a buddy who likes to share 

AH diners at the table don’t have to agree on the same menu, so order- 
ing one of each and swapping plates is smart if you’re willing to share. 
With the meat menu alone, you’ll miss out on the bursting-with-flavor 
heirloom carrots with smooth whipped mascarpone and braised 
Iranian pistachios, which are so much softer and richer than any store- 
bought variety of the nut I’ve ever had. (Seriously if all pistachios were 
this good. I’d sign on to do one of those nutty Wonderful Pistachios

commercials alongside Snoop Dogg and the 
Simpsons). Likewise, if you try just the veg 
menu, you’ll miss delicate morsels of Scottish 
salmon with bright citrus pudding, wisps of 
crispy red cabbage and three types of clams. 
Plate-swapping with a friend means you’ll 
be able to taste all 1 8 of the dishes on Duffy’s 
menu, not to mention the extras at the start 
and end of the meal: an amuse-bouche and 
post-dessert bites. 

So that’s why the 
herbs are capitalized 

The menu description for each course ends 
with an herb in all capital letters — a not-so- 
subtle hint that they play a central but nuanced 
role. Chives add a bit of salty pep to a bundle 
of spindly finger-like maitake mushrooms, and 
the celery-like flavor of lovage complements 
the sliced celery and celery seeds served with 
the aforementioned sunchokes. The care 
Duffy takes selecting the highest-quality ingre- 
dients is obvious throughout but especially in 
his beef dish, made with the highest grade of 
wagyu beef imported from Japan. It’s as if the 
phrase “melt in your mouth” was created to 
describe this and only this. Certain elements 
did remind me of the drama of Alinea, such 
as amuse-bouche bites served on a long piece 
of curved wood, orpine ice scooped onto 
a dessert from a platter trimmed with pine 
greens. The most interactive dish is a tangle of 
rawkampachi, pomelo, cashews, golden trout 
roe and young coconut, all inside a cylinder 
of ginger ice that my server instructed me to 
crack with the back of my spoon. 

Now this is service 

During the first Friday open, the staff 



showed no trace of the jitters and snafus I 
expect at a brand-new restaurant. The wine 
program— add wine pairings to the tune of 
$iio —pays plenty of attention to bottles 
from France’s Loire Valley but our server 
didn’t bristle when we asked for a by-the- 
glass rec instead. If you’re not up for splurg- 
ing for pairings, do as I did and make the $25 
glass of prosecco last the whole meal. 

It’S OK if you 
don’t love everything 

An open mind is required for a chef’s set 
tasting menu. Most likely you’ll try ingredi- 
ents you haven’t seen before and encounter 
some dishes you don’t love— but hopefully 
you come out of it full, happy and enlight- 
ened overall. Such was my night at Grace. I 
was more intrigued by the sculptural bowl 
than the thin winter squash soup that came 
in it, and my date was turned off by the bits 
of pungent sardine served with a tender veal 


cheek dish— though the black grape and black 
mint added a richness you wouldn’t expect 
from fruit and herbs. Pretty much everyone is 
going to like a gougere — a traditional French 
one-bite pastry— filled with cheese. A gougere 
with smoked banana filling? Love it or hate it, 
you probably haven’t tried it before. 

Anybody have a spare stomach? 

If you can incorporate stretchy pants into 
your outfit and still comply with the “cocktail 
attire” dress code, do it. Here’s why: What 
you can’t tell from the menu is that bread 
pairings are served with four of the courses 
on both menus. Flaky rosemary focaccia 
and red wine rolls were seriously tasty but I 
couldn’t manage more than a bite or two of 
each for fear that I wouldn’t have room for 
dessert. All the bread is served with house- 
made herb butter (a nice reinforcement to 
Duffy’s theme) and Amish cow’s milk butter, 
which is quite possibly the best butter I’ve 
had in my entire life. Chef Duffy, help a girl 
out here. If you can’t spare another stomach, 
how about an Amish cow? 

Let’s talk about the bathrooms 

Grace might be the classiest restaurant 


in town that has potty talk going on at 
the table. Four individual bathrooms are 
inspired by the four seasons, a fact that your 
tablemates will figure out at some point in 
the night and gush over upon their return. I 
ended up in the winter room, with glittery 
white walls and a countertop that looks 
like water flowing across an iceberg as you 
wash your hands in the sink. (I would have 
peeked in the other three had I not been 
so closely escorted to and from my table!) 
Speaking of seasons, Duffy plans to feature 
four different menus, with tweaks made 
throughout each season— for example, 
swapping out peas with fava beans when 
peas are no longer available. 

Bottom line: Grace sure makes a lovely 
first impression. Duffy really challenged my 
perception of the impact that vegetables, 
nuts and herbs can have on a plate. If you 
love to splurge for a special occasion or are 
working your way through a bucket list of 
Chicago’s finest restaurants, you best call for 
your res now.

After more than a year of preparation, Alinea 
and Avenues vet Curtis Duffy opened Grace, a 
fine-dining restaurant 
in the West Loop on 
Dec. II. 

Since then, he’s 
been serving elegant 
tasting menus to 
a dining room full 
of food fans who 
snagged their reserva- 
tions more than a month ago. 

We chatted with Duffy about picking the right 
space, why veggies can cost as much as seafood 
and why he wants your wine to be within arm’s 
reach, lisa arnett, redeye 

On building a restaurant from scratch: 

“I left Avenues on Sept. 3 of last year. Of 
course, we started working on the project 
long before me leaving Avenues. ... In early 
spring, we started looking at spaces and we 
saw upwards of 100 different spaces in the 
city ... In some sense, it’s been very painstak- 
ing, but also a great deal of it has been very 
rewarding at the same time. You get a very 
limited opportunity to build a restaurant 
from nothing, all the way from picking out 
the tile in the kitchen to picking out your 
light fixtures. I was obviously involved in 
every decision for this restaurant, almost 
to the point of what screw goes in this wall! 
[Laughs] That’s how detailed we were. That’s 
the reason why it took so long. We felt, we’ll 
open when we’re ready to open and not a 
minute before.” 


On why his vegetable-focused menu is the 
same price as the meat and seafood menu: 

“Take, for instance, the amount of time that 
it takes to portion and clean a fish. It takes 
the same amount of time, if not greater time, 
to prepare 15 different carrots that are going 
in one dish. And the cost on the 15 carrots 
outweighs the protein most of the time. ... 
We take ... beautiful salmon from Scotland 
that costs $4.90 a pound. And by the time we 
portion it and we lose all of the waste and ev- 
erything, the portion now costs 51 cents. So 
take carrots, for instance, which are heirloom 
varieties that are grown in California, now 
those are $13 a pound. That’s just one dish, 
now take it times 12 and figure out your costs 
and there’s a reason why we charge the same. 

On the dining room design: 

“The dining room is very understated, 
elegant, refined. We wanted to really give the 
guest an experience with the wine service. 

... What [usually] happens is the sommelier 
presents you with a bottle of wine that you 
ordered, he or she opens it, pours you a glass 
and then walks away and puts that bottle 
onto a service credenza in the middle of 
the dining room, 15 feet away And you get 
to stare at it from 15 feet away— Oh, there’s 
my bottle, its way over there, hi! — making 
sure nobody’s taking it or pouring it or mis- 
pouring it at another table. What we’ve done 
is we’ve built individual decanter stations for 
every single table. So the wine stays at your 
arm length away It’s never left your sight. It’s 
illuminated by these beautiful lights so ... the 
wine bottle glows, it is gorgeous.”

Don’t call it ‘barnyard’— 
Britt yeast is Belgian

Barnyard. Ick. 

Funk. Yuck. 

Horse blanket. Gross. 

Band-Aids? No thanks. 

It’s hard to find more stomach-turning 
smells and flavors. Yet the wild yeast Brett- 
anomyces, which gives beers those taste and 
aroma elements, is finding its way into a wide 
array of craft beers — from Anchorage Brew- 
ing’s Galaxy White IPA to Brewery Vivant’s 
Escoffier Bretta Ale. 

But descriptions like “barnyard” and “Band- 
Aid” don’t give Brettanomyces, or Brett as it’s 
more commonly called, due credit. The yeast 
actually gives beers an interesting dimension, 
and despite those notes, can enhance the fla- 
vor of beer. 

In fact, Brett has been a crucial element in 
Belgian beer styles like earthy fruity saisons 
and tart, sour lambics for as long as those 
beers have been around. For a beer like the 
crisp, tart OrvalTrappist Ale, Brett is respon- 
sible for its remarkable complexity 

Until recently few craft brewers have used 
Brett in non-Belgian-style beers. That’s be- 
cause using Brett is challenging, says Tomme 
Arthur, brewmaster of The Lost Abbey beers. 
Brewers don’t completely know or understand 
what adding the yeast will do to a beer at dif- 
ferent stages of the brewing process because, 
quite simply the scientific literature that in- 
forms brewers’ decisions has yet to be written. 

“There aren’t a lot of unknowns in brew- 
ing,” Arthur says. “But what’s exciting is that 
we don’t fully know what will happen when 
we use Brett.” 

However, when Brett works well, it gives a 
beer an utterly unique flavor profile that can’t 
otherwise be produced. 

But what about those flavor notes? 

Blame the wine industry, Arthur says. 
Many, if not most, of those flavor notes stem 
from the wine world, where Brett’s presence 
is a sign that the wine is spoiled. 

To convince some people that Brett-centric 
beers actually taste good might require re- 
framing the descriptions. 

“It may be our job to put out positive de- 
scriptors,” Arthur says. “There is a romance 


to certain cheeses that don’t necessarily smell 
good; perhaps we can do the same thing with 
beer to put them in a more favorable light.” 

Try it 

Anchorage Brewing Galaxy White IPA: Hazy 
and yellow, with notes of barnyard, hay and 
lemon in the nose and a well-balanced flavor 
that melds bitter hops with oak, funk, orange 
and tart apples. 

Brewery Vivant Escoffier Bretta Ale (in col- 
laboration with New Belgium): Golden and 
clear, with bright notes of mango and papaya 
as well as a Brett-y funk in the nose. The taste 
is complex, with a melange of pear, grass, 
clove and spice with a light, funky note. 

Sierra Nevada Brewing (in collaboration 
with Russian River) Brux Domesticated Wild 
Ale: A hazy light-orange beer with a distinctly 
Brett-influenced funky aroma, yet a rela- 
tively understated smooth flavor that brings 
to mind grass, lemon zest and a hint of white 
pepper.

REDEYE SOUNDBOARD 
One of the ironically 
timeless issues with 
the rap genre is how 
its artists deal with 
aging. Rockers can 
gracefully mature 
with time, or, in the 
case of the Rolling 
Stones, just never 
ever ever ever go 
away But in hip- 
hop, whose topics 
sometimes-but-rare- 

ly venture beyond youthful subject matter, 
popular rappers who are north of 30 either lie 
about their ages— 2 Chainz did this for a bit; 
Birdman still does — or do anything possible 
to stay relevant (Snoop Lion, I am looking in 
your direction). Clifford “T.I.” Harris, 32, has 
chosen a third path: Just keep rapping about 
what you know 

T.I.’s new album, “Trouble Man: Heavy Is 
the Head,” addresses all the rapper’s recent 
issues with the law— a skit on the album 
recounts his arrest after trying to purchase 
illegal firearms from an undercover federal 
agent before an awards show— and how 
they’ve changed his outlook on life. Also, 
he makes note of faith (“Hallelujah”) and 
relationships, both with friends and his 
wife (“Guns and Roses”). Unfortunately, the 
album shows Harris’s growth on one track 
and then immediately contradicts itself with 
played-out tales of life slinging drugs (“Trap 


Back Jumpin’’), which makes the album tough 
to really get into. Pick a theme and run with 
it, please. 

The Atlanta rapper seems to have aban- 
doned the sonic carpet-bombing technique 
(“What sound is popular right now? OK, 

I’ll do one of those!”) that major-label rap 
artists tend to employ to take his talents back 
down South. He flows all over a New Orleans 
bounce-styled Rico Love production on 
“Ball,” gets an exquisite beat from Jazze Pha 
on “Sorry” and reunites with DJ Toomp (who 
produced some ofTI.’s biggest hits) on not 
one but three tracks. 

As far as features are concerned, they are 
what you’d prefer from a modern rap album: 
sporadic yet impactful. Lil Wayne makes 
a refreshing return to the style he grew up 
rapping on the aforementioned “Ball.” Meek 
Mill, A$ AP Rocky and R. Kelly also provide 
welcome additions. Andre 3000 not only 
steals the entire album on “Sorry” but also 
provides Outkast fans with some insight: 
‘And this the type of {bleep} that’ll make 
you call your rap partner and say I’m sorry 
I’m awkward, my fault for {bleeping} up the 
tours. I hated all the attention, so I ran from 
it.” Seek this song out by any means neces- 
sary 

This album (and the Nas record earlier this 
year) are wonderful examples of what can 
happen when hip-hop grows up. Our only 
hope is that the trend continues, if only so we 
don’t have to hear 43-year-olds releasing diss 
tracks anymore.
